Where the Precious Metals Go. 


Where do the precious metals go 


to?—two hundred and nineteen mil- 
lions of dollars of which are anually 
produced—is a question easily asked, 
and one that is easily answered— 
" 'Tis the clime of the East, the land 
of the sun "--that parallelogram of 
the earth's surface included between 
tho lied Sea, the Himalaya Moun- 
tains, the China Sea and the Indian 
Ocean, inhabited by more than one- 
half of the human race, and among 
whom paper money is unknown— 
which is absorbing, and has ab- 
sorbed lor centuries, a large amount 
of the precious metals. Borne, before 
the Christian Kra, imported carpets 
from Babylon, spices from C'eylou, 
silk (a pound of which was equal to 
a pound of gold) from Egypt, and 
precious stones and arouiatics from 
India. The balance of trade due to 
the East from the mistress of the 
world, in the time of Augustus, was 
four millions of dollars annually—a 
sum which must lie regarded as 
enormous, taking into view that at 
that time the relative value of silver 
to gold was nine to one; that the 
wages of labor and the prices of 
commodities were much lower than 
iu our time; and that F.nghind and 
l-'rance were Koman provinces aud 
inhabited 
by savage races, who 


dwelt in huts and painted 
their 


bodies, as our Xorth American In- 
dians did, 
seventeenth centuries 


later, when the I'nritunst landed at 
Jamestown; when Germany was a 
land of forests, with a climate as 
cold as Canada in our time; and 
when liussia was a land of bogs and 
morasses, with its surface very little 
raised above the level of the Medi- 
terranean. 


Iu our time, all tin; countries in 


Europe, as well as the I'uited States, 
arc large consumers of tea, coffee, 
sugar, spices, silk, hides, tin, dye- 
stuffs and other products of the East, 
which have to lie paid for largely in 
gold and silver. The imports of the 
United States from countries beyond 
the C'apc of Good Hope amount to 
sixty-four millions of dollars annu- 
ally, while the exports to the Orient 
amount to but twenty-four millions. 
Great Britain and the other coun- 
tries of Europe import annually one 
hundred and sixty millions of dol- 
lars inure than they export to the 
saiue quarter. The exports of gold 
and silver from the United States, 
during the last twenty-eight years, 
amount to fourteen hundred millions 
of dollars, a sum greater than tho 
amount of the precious metals iu 
existence two centuries ago. 
The 


Arabians. Persians, Hindoos. Chi- 
nese and Japanese consume but little 
of the products of tile Occident, 
while the products of the Orient are 
in great demand by the people of 
Europe and America. 
A French 


writer states that,tho Egyptians con- 
ceal twenty millions «f dollars an- 
nually of the precious metals, nnd 
the Emperor of Morocco has tilled 
seventeen large chambers with gold 
and silver. The passion for hoard- 
ing is shared by the subjects of those 
princes. Silver pulpits and-sacred 
ornaments of gold arc very common 
i:i churches, temples, pagodas and 
toiubs throughout the Eastern hem- 
isphere. 


The solution of the problem of 


the disappearance of the precious 
metals Iroin the countries where it is 
produced is. that the Orient is the 
reservior into which flows the, gold 
nnd-silver of the Occident, a reser- 
voir from which there is no reflux. 
It is with precious metals as it is 
with cur 
sweetmeats —- we cannot 


have our cake and eat it too! ---ff/icii-
